An Ancient City That Is Still Stately 
| and Fascinating. 


For a thousand years Rothenburg 
; has been a city. For more than 500 
years it was a free city of the em- 
pire. It is not like those 
towns which, through centuries of 
strife, preserved their entity through 
being huddled near the base of some 
castle. It is not like those towns that 
were protected by powerful princes, 
for it has maintained itself by its 
own unaided sturdiness. If great 
barons came to Rothenburg they came 
to receive protection, not to give it, 
or else they came to be entertained 
with the lavish open handedness that 
made the city a place to which em- 
perors themselves found pleasure in 
resorting. 

By crusaders and pilgrims Rothen- 
burg was held in affectionate regard, 
not only for its generous hospitality, 
but because, seen from the river, it 
bore a striking resemblance to Jeru- 
salem. But there was order in those 
times of turbulence, and in an old, 
old house used by Palestine’s pilgrims 
and still known as Pilgrims’ House 
there an ancient stone, bearing 
upon it an ancient carving of a hand 
and a hatehet, with the ominous in- 
scription, “He who quarrels in_ this 
honse shall have his hand cut off.” 

Yet since those early days the town 
has been comparatively forgotten, 
Even yet it has not become a hannt 
of tne tourist and the traveler, al- 
though each year a few visitors resort 
there, bringing back tales of this city

that out-Nurnbergs Nurnberg. It is 
easily reached, being on a little 


branch line from the railway between 
Frankfort and Munich. 

It is a place where the sightseer 
cannot go wrong, for everywhere is 
fascination. There are both stateli- 
ness and beauty. There are towering 
houses with crisscrossed fronts. 

There are deep dungeons under the 
Rathhaus, reached by stairways drip- 
ping with moisture, into which not a 
ray of light can enter, and in one of 
these dungeons some five centuries 
ago the men of Rothenburg placed 
the burgomaster who, more than any 
other in the long burgomasterial line, 
give to the city power and wealth 
and prosperity. But they charged 
him wjth conspiring with the em- 
peror and not only gave him = no 
light, but edged their animosity oy 
deliberately giving him no food. It 
is in all a fiercety dramatic story, for 
friends who were still faithful tun- 
neled to the cell and madly cut 
through its prodigious wall and reach- 
ed the prisoner, but only to find him 
dead.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL’ ? 


N order to continue to raise crops 
from year to year we must propa- 
gate the plants in some way. 
‘'rhere are two principal ways of 

doing this—by seeds and by divisions 
of the plant itself, The most impor- 
tant of these is by seeds, as it is in 
this way that most of the ordinary 
farm crops are multiplied. 

In order to understand this process 
we must first learn how the seeds are 
formed. The tassel of the corn is the 
male flower and the silk the femiate 
Some plants, such as certain varieties 
of strawberries, have only female 
flowers and must be planted in alter- 
nate. rows with varieties which have 
both kinds of blossoms. in other 
plants the male and female flowers 
are combined in one. This is the case 
with the-apple and many other fruits 
In the apple the stamens, or male 
parts, grow in a ring around the pistil, 
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or female part, which ts in the center , 


of the flower. The top of a stamen, 
which is expanded, is called the an 
ther. This contains a yellow dust, 
the pollen. 

The upper portion of the pistil is 
called the stigma, From it a tube 
called the style leads downward to 
the ovary. This ovary contains one 
or more egg shaped cells called ovules. 
Ench of these ovules is capable of de- 
veloping into a seed if fertilized with 
a pollen grain, When a grain of pol- 
len alights on a ripe stigma it fs held 
by a sticky substance secreted there 
It soon germinates and sends a long. 
threadlike projection down through 
the style to the ovary, This slendet 
projection enters the ovary, and the 
resultant union of the male and female 
elements causes a seed to develop 
One pollen grain is required for each 
ovule, and each ovule develops into a 
separate seed. There ure many thou 
sand pollen grains produced by each 
stamen, and as there are several sta 
mens for each pistil you will see that 
a great excess of pollen is produced 
This is one of nature's methods of 
making reproduction more certain. 

In flowers like the apple the pollen 
may sometimes fall directly on the 
stigma ip the same flower. More often, 
however, the stumen and pistils ripen 
at different times, The object of this 
is to prevent self fertilization, which, if 
long continued, will weaken the vitall- 
ty of the coming generations, Cross 
pollination—that is, the fertilization of 
the ovule of one flower by the pollen 
from another plant—unites the strength 
of both parents and produces larger, 
hardier seed, 

This has been proved by many exper- 
iments. If the tassels are pulled from 
a row of corn before they Lave time to 
shed their pollen, the silks must neces: 
sarily be fertilized by pollen from oth- 
er stalks, ‘The cross pollination will 
cause the detasseled rows to produce 
heavier and larger ears, If this proc- 
ess is continued from year to year the 
yielding power of that particular strain 
will be considerably increased, 

In such plints as corn the wind car- 
ries the pollen for rods In every diree- 
tion, The air in the cornfield is) so 
filled with the yellow dust that there ts 
seldom any danger that the silks will 
fail to catch more than plenty to fer: 
tilize each of the many ovules that are 
to form the future kernels, 

Some plants, however, are not so for- 
tunate in this respect. The pollen of 
fruit trees‘is carried to some extent by 
the wind, but not nearly so much so 
as that of corn, In such plants as

nature ure dependent on insects to 


transfer pollen from one tlower to an- 
other, In order to attract these insects 
the flowers secrete au sweet bectar, 
which collects in the bottom of the 
tubes of which the towers ure com 
posed, 

Ants, flies, butterflies and bees are 
very fond of this nectar and in collect- 
ing it carry the pollen of one flower to 
the stigmy of another, Bees are most 
important in doing: this work because 
they gather so much more of the nee- 
tar than do the other Insects, They 
often carry home some of the pollen, 
too, which can be seen sticking in yel- 
low balls to their hind legs, but enough 
is elways brushed off to fertilize the 
flowers which they visit. The blos- 
soms of red clover are so large that the 
short tongues of ordinary honeybees 
cannot reach to the bottom, It is upon 
the lurger bumblebees that this crop 
depends for its ability to produce seed, 

Indeed, it is so entirely dependent 
upon them that the crop of clover seed 
{gs {n direct proportion to the number 
of bumblebees in the neighborhood, It 
is anything but pleasant to run into a 
bur nest of bumblebees with & mower

method of selecting smail grain is by 
means of the fanning mill, By run- 
ning through three or four times as 
much seed as is needed all the small 
grains may be sieved out and the light 
vues blown over, leaving only the heavy. 
iest, strongest oves for planting, 

Grain that is intended for seed should 
be stored carefully in order that it may 
go through the winter uninjured. The 
chief enemies of stored seed are mois- 
ture, insects and rats and mice, The 
seed should be dry when stored and 
kept where moisture cannot gain ae- 
cess to it. Dry seed will stand almost 
any amount of freezing without injury, 

There are a number of insects that 
damage seed grain by burrowing inte 
the germ. If the seed room is tight, 
they may be killed by fumigating with 
carbon disulphide used at the rate of a 
pound to each thousand cubic feet of 
space. Place this in an open dish on 
top of the seed, close the room us 
tightly as possible, and In a few hours 
the insects will be exterminated. Care 
should be taken not to go near the 
room with a light, as the gas Is ex- 
plosive, This same treatinent is alse 
futal to rats and mice, unless they 
have some way of escaping from the 
room, If possible the seed room should 
be so well built that these pests can- 
not get into it, 

The second method of plant propa- 
gation is by division—that is, by plant- 
ing parts of the plant itself. Potatoes 
are propagated in this way almost en- 
tirely, If small willow and poplar 
branches are stuck into the ground, 
they will grow into trees. Apple and 
other fruit trees are propagated either 
by grafting or budding. Apple trees 
may be raised from seed, but the 
fruit of seedling trees is usually worth- 
less. By taking a part of the tree and 
growing another from it, it will, of 
course, bear the same kind of fruit. 

Grafting consists of joining pieces 
of small branches or scions ef the tree 
which is to be propagated to pieces of 
roots or stocks. The roots of yearling 
seedlings are used for stocks, The 
scions, which should be about the size 
of a lead pencil, should be cut in the 
fall and packed in sand, The grafting 
can be done at any time during the 
winter. <All that is necessary is to cut 
the lower end of the scion and the up+ 
per end of the stock at an ang, as 
shown In Fig. 13. These are then 
carefully fitted together and tied with 
a little common string. The essential 
point is to be sure to have the cam- 
bium layer of the scion join that of 
the stock. This eambium layer is the 
thin, light brown portion between the 
bark and the wood, It ts the point 
vhere growth takes place, 

Tne completed graft, which should 
be elght to ten inches long, Is again 
packed {n sand, In the spring the 
grafts are planted in a row In the 
garden and left until they are two 
or three years old, when they may be 
transplanted to their permanent place 
in the orchard,

For instance, ut a certain Newcastle 
election 1 whole shiploud of freemen 
of the borough, dispatched from Lon- 
don by seu, were taken by the cap- 
tauin—who had been heavily bribed— 
to Ostend and there left stranded. 

During the same contest, too, and 
under similar circumstances a number 
of Berwick electors who happened to 
reside in London were dumped down 
in Norway, und a group of thirty Ips- 
wich voters found themselves on the 
day of the poll cooling their beels ubup 

quay at Rotterdain.

SALTING BABIES. 


An Old World Practice That Goes Back 
to Bible Times. 

“Salting” newly born infants, a prac- 
tice that dates far back to Biblical 
times, still obtains In many parts of 
the old world. The Armeniang in the 
Russian governinent of Eriwan cover 
the whole surface of the babe's body 
with fine salt, especial cure being 
taken with the interstices between the 
fingers and all depressions, such as the 
armpit and the bend of the knee, so 
that no point shall remain unsalted, 

The unhappy infant is left in the 
salt for three hours or longer and ts 
then bathed in warm water,

having abandoned the practice, are 
called “unsalted” and are despised by 
the others, 

The modern Greeks also sprinkle 
their babes witb salt, If an enlight- 
ened mother protests the midwife is 
ready with the objection, “But ff it 
isn’t salted it will be puny and will 
never amount to anything.” 

If this salting process is carried on 
to excess the poor babes don't stand it 
at all, ‘he skin becomes as red as 
tire, the irritation is intolerable, and 
the child dies in convulstons. Yet 
there is 2 mountain tribe In Asin Mi- 
nor that mercilessly salts its newborn 
babes for twenty-four hours, which 
shows that the limits of human en- 
durance are wide in some cases. This 
ancient custom is still in vogue ip 
many parts of Germany, but the rites 
are merely symbolical. In one district 
a little salt is rubbed behind the 
child's ears, in otbers a pinch of salt ts 
put on the tongue or a little paper of 
salt is inserted under the garment. It 
gives understanding, the people say, 
and wards off evil spirits. 

The action of salt in keeping meat 
sound no doubt is the reason that this 
strengthening and sustaining power 
was ascribed to it. The usage became 
common in eastern countries, and it 
was not entirely confined to them The 
prophet Ezekiel, referring to the de- 
generacy of Jerusalem, says: 

“Neither wast thou washed in water 
to supple thee; thou wast not salted at 
all nor swaddled at all" 

To mavy oriental tribes this means 
a grave omission of parental duty.
